HARRISBURG, Pa., Dec. 23.—It 
was announced to-day by the State 
Treasurer that the State has $225,000 : 
on deposit In the Chestnut Street Na- ; 
tional Bank of Philadelphia. 
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PHILADELPHIA, Pa., 
its doors for business this morning. The 
feason therefor was stated in a notice post- 
ed on the door, which read as follows: 
“The Chestnut Street National Bank 
is closed for business and is in the 
hands of the Natonal Bank Exam- 
iner. WM, M. HARDT, Examiner.” 

A crowd of depositors soon gathered 
about the door, but there was no special 
excitement, and as a general rule after eacn 
had learned the nature of the notice on the 
door he moved away and his place in the 
crowd would be taken by others anxious to 
glean something regarding the situation. 
The bank has at all times held a good 
reputation, but it has been known for some 
time that its business and necessarily its 
profits have fallen off considerably. The 
bank’s suspeneion, however, was a great 
surprise, especially in view of the high 
standing of fts officers. Wm. M, Singerly 
is its President and Isaac Cooper Vice- 
President. The bank wae started in 1587 
en’ a capital of $500,000, with Robert E. 
Pattison as President. When the latter 
took his seat as Governor of Pennsylvania 
in 1891 Mr, Singerly succeeded him as Pres- 
ident of the bank. 

The Chestnut Street Trust and Savings 
Fund Co., the officers of which are identi- 
cal w.th those of the bank and the offices 
being located in the sagne building, was also 


closed for business to-day

It was further learned in this connec- 
‘tion that the clearing-house, which is com- 
posed of all but one or two of the national 
banks within the city limits, was apprised 
of a serious state of affairs in the condition 
ind a request 


and other large financial concerns should 
unite In extending afd. 

It was stated that if Mr. Singerly’s ijndebt- 
ednes to the bank could be liquidated all 
danger of failure wouid be averted, and it 
was suggested that these various financial 
interests should join in subscribing to or un- 
derwriting a proposed issue of $2,000,000 6 
per cent preferred stock of the Record Pub. 
lishing Co., the proce@ds of which could be 
devoted to the liquidation of that indebted- 
ness and other obligations of Mr. Singerly. 
A statement was submitted at the same 
time showing that the profits of the Record 
last year amounted to $4.0,000, or sufficient 
to pay the interest on the proposed issue of 
preferred stock twice over. 

The response was almost unanimous, and 
as but few of the institutions or individuals 


invited to co-operate refused to do so, no 
difficulty was experienced in raising the 
$2,000,000 required. 

A member of a leading banking house was 
invited and consented to represent the gub- 
scribers in the negotiations, and at the close 
of business yesterday it was confidently be- 
lieved that all obstacles to the bank’s con- 
tinuance in business had been removed. 

Upon final investigation, however, it was 
discovered that the affairs of the institu- 
t.on were more deeply involved than had 
been supposed, and the condition disclosed 
was such that the amount of money raised 
was deemed insufficient to relieve the em- 
barrassment. The large financial interests 
referred to were therefore reluctantly com- 
pelled to w'thdraw their proffer of ald, and 
the result was the closing of the doors 
this morning. 

The meeting at which this dec'ston was 
reached was held last evening, the financial 
interests being represented by a committee 
of their number, and it was not until nearly 
midnight it was decided that the catas- 
trophe could not be averted. The bank’s 
affairs have been under the scrutiny of the 
Comptroller of the Currency for some time, 
and he has paid several visits to this city 
{In connection therewith. In banking cir- 
cles the embarrassment of the Chestnut 
Street Bank has recently been an open se- 
cret. The bank has for some time been in 
trouble at the clearing house in making the 
daily exchanges, and on one or two occa- 
s.0ns some difficulty has been experienced 
In meeting these balances.

The Companies to Agree on the Propor- 
tion Each Is to Mine and Haul 
and Buying Company Will 
Order Accordingly. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—It has developed 
that the big coal selling combination of 
the anthracite railroads, whereby that pro. 
duct is to be doled out by a supreme head, 
is only part of a vast project for the con- 
trol of the entire coal industry in the East. 

J. Pierpont Morgan’s plan involves the 
creation of a similar central selling agency 
to cover eech of the great bituminous coal 
districts of Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Indiana and Illinois, and a uniform 
working arrangement between them that 
shall put a stop to rate cutting and de- 
moralization of the trade. 

The companies are to agree upon the pro- 
portion each is to mine and haul and the 
buying company its to call upon them ‘ac- 
cordingly as fast as it needs coal for the 
market. 

The companies interested are the Balti- 
more & Ohio; Cleveland, Lorain & Wheel- 
ing; Columbus, Sandusky & Hocking; the 
Pennsylvania and the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie. As soon as trade is placed on a solid 
basis it ie the intention to make an advance 
in wages. The rate per ton paid in the Ohio 
district at the present time is 5 cents. 

The principle of distribution among the 
many interests is to be practiced in the 
bituminous trade in the same manner as in 
the anthracite.

Skippy Rohan’s Convicted Friend Tells 
How They Got the Key That 
Opened the Door to Lib- 4 
i erty Last August, y 


Thomas, alias “Buck,” O'Malley, wh 
with “Skippy” Rohan and “Sport” Heffer+ 
man, made a circumstantial confeasion to 
Chief of Detectives Desmond Thursday 
morning as to how the escape was made. 

He charges “Buck” Hartig, chief turnkey 


claims that Hartig furnished him with the 
key to get out of jail in consideration of 
$100. | 
O’Malley’s statement is as follows: 

“Tl was arrested last April on four charges. 
of grand larceny. Not long after Skippy 
Rohan was arrested. We were friends and 
wero together a good deal in jail. We had 
not been in there long before we began de- 
vising plans to escape, I thought the best 
way would be to bribe one of the guards and 
began looking about for the most likely one 
to serve our purpose. . 

- “I learned that Buck Hartig was playing 
the races a good deal. I got a friend on 
the outside to watch him when he visited 
the race track and in .that way learned that 
he was losing heavily. About June 15 I first 
proposed to artig that he aid Skippy and 
myself escape. I offered him $50. He re- 
fused to listen to me; A few days later I 
renewed the proposition and offered him 
$7. He again refused, One day about a 
week later I learned that he had lost a 
good deal at the track the day before. I 
went to him and offered him $100. He took 


to help us. 

“I wanted to arrange with him to meet 
a friend of mine on the outside who would 
give him the money. Hartig would not 
agree to that, saying he would not do any 
business with a third party. He told me 
to get the money myself and give it to 
him inside the jail. 


“T sent out and the money was sent into 
me in a basket of fruit. It was all in 


$5 bills. About noon the day of the escape 
I gave the money to Rohan. He wrapped 
it up in a newspaper and placed it between 
two ash barrels that stood on the west eide 
of the bull ring. Hartig saw Rohan place it 
there, and a few minutes later he sauntered 
over to the barrels .picked up the newspa- 
per containing the $100 and stuck it in his 
inside vest pocket. He then gave me the 
wink. Hartig then walked into an empty 
cell and counted the money. When he 
came out he nodded to me, meaning *that 
it was al] right. 

“Tl had arranged with Hartig that morn- 
ing on the following plan: 

“The prisoners are all locked in their cells 
at 4p. m., after the recreation hour. About 
ten minutes to 4 I was to go to the desk of 
Chief Guard Theodore Vogt and attract his 
attention by buying some tobacco, Hartig 
was to be there, too. The key to the gate 
leading from the south door of the jail to 
the yard always lay exposed on a shelf on 
this desk. While I was talking to Vogt, 
| Hartig was to take the key and slip it to 
me. 

“Our plans worked Iike a charm, I saw 
Hartig ‘ake the key. I walked away a few 
feet and the whistle blew for the prisoners 
to go to their cells. Hartig brushed by me 
and slipped the key into My hand, 

“Skippy and I had arranged to climb over 
the cells to the bull ring while the prisoners 
were being locked up. The locking up was 
done by Guard Wollbiock. 

“Harti¢ called the other guards to a re 
mote part of the jail While we were 
|climbing over the cells Guard Wollblock 
‘started our way. He did not see us but 
would have caught us dead to rights in 
another minute if Hartig had not seen him 
just in time and rang a bell that called 
Wollblock in the opposite direction. In ane 
other minute We wete gone. 

O'Malley stated that when he erranged 
the deal with Hartig the latter promised, 
in event of their being detected and the 
plot frustrated, to ald them in the same 
manner later, and that in case they did

MUST KEEP THE REGISTERS. 


Second-Hand Men Will Not Be Per- 
mitted to Ignore the Law. 


Assistant City Attorney Meigs has issued 
summonses against fifty-five keepers of

SULPHUR FOR DIPHTHERIA. 


The London Lancet of recent date con- 
tained the following: “A few years 4g0, 
when diphther‘a was raging in England, 
a gentleman accompanied the celebrated 
Dr. Field in his rounds, to witness the 
so-called ‘wonderful cures’ which he per- 
formed while the patients of others were 
dropping on all sides. All he took with 
him was powder of sulphur and a quill, 
and with these he cured évery patient with- 
out exception—that is, he put a teaspoon- 
ful of powder of sulphur into a wineglass 
of water, and stirred it with his finger in- 
stead of a spoon, as sulphur does not read- 
liy amalgamate with water, and on the sul- 
phur becoming well mixed he gave it as a 
gargle, and tn ten minutes the patient was 
out of danger, as brimstone kills every 
species of fungus in man, beast and plant 
in a few minutes. Instead of spitting out 
the gargle, he recommended the swallow- 
ing of it, and in extreme cases, in which 
he had been ealled just in the nick of 
time, when the fungus was too nearly clos- 
ing to allow the gargling, he blew the sul- 
phur through a quill into the throat, and 
after the fungus had shrunk to allow of it 
then the gargling. He never lost a patient 
from diphtheria. Or, if a patient cannot 
gergle, take a live coal, put it on a shovel 
and sprinkle a spoonful or two of the brim- 
stone at a time upon it, let the sufferer 
inhale it, holding the head over it, and the 
fungus will die.”

QUEER CHASE COUNTY CASE. 


The Authorities Want to Let the Man 
Out of Prison, but Do Not Know 
How to Release Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 23.—The attention 
of the Attorney-General has been called 
to-day to a peculiar case in Chase County. 
They have a man in jail there and they 
want to let him out, but there is no law by 
which the Governor can issue a pardon, or 
which authorizes the commissioners of that 
county to release him. The County Attor- 
ney has written to the State legal depart- 
ment asking to be shown a “way out.” 
According to the letter. George Miller was 
sued by civil process by a young woman to 
compel him to support a child which she 
claimed was his. The case was tried and 
the jury gave the woman judgment for $500. 
The money was to used for the support of 
the child. The law under which the case 
was brought provides that if a defendant 
fails to pay a judgment in such cases, or 
to give bond to insure its payment, he can 


judgment nor give bond, and he was sent 
to pail. As a result, the county is not only 
required to keep the child, but is also 
boarding him. He says there is no possible 
way for him to raise the money or the bond 
as long as he is in jail. He has promised 
that if he is released, he will take care of 
the child Becoming tired of feeding both 
at public expense the county authorities 
looked up the law to see how they could 
get him out. They discovered that there 
was no possible way to release him by law.

FINALLY SETTLED. 


Nearly Thirty Years of Con- 
tinuous Litigation. 


MRS. LUCY V. S. AMES WINS.

CONTROVERSY OVER PARTNER- 
SHIP OF THE LATE HENRY 
AND EDGAR AMES. 


LARGEST TRANSCRIPT FILED. 


Supreme Court Ends the Litigation and 
Taxes the Costs Against the 
Estate of Henry 
Ames. 


After nearly thirty years of continuous 
controversy the. litigation between the «s- 
te of Henry Ames and the estate of Edgar 
mes was determined finally in the Su- 
eme Court Thursday morning, the Court 
nding down an opinion which for the most 
rt is considered a victory for the estate 
Edgar Ames and taxing the costs of the 
ppeals against the estate of Henry Ames. 

The transcript. of the record in this case 
was the largest ever filed in the Supreme 
Court, filling two big volumes of typewritten 
matter, of 500 pages each. This accounts 
for the slowness with which the courts 
have acted 

The controversies arose over the settle- 
ment of the old partnership estate of Henry 
Ames & Co. Betere and during the war the 
members of this firm were the most exten- 
sive packers of pork In the Western coun- 
try, and amassed great wealth. The firm 
consisted of the brothers, Henry and Edgar 
Ames, 

Henry Ames died in 1865, and Edgar quali- 
fied at once as the surviving partner and 
auministraior of the partnership estate, ‘n 
the Probate Court, serv'ng until the date 
of his death, which occurred one year later, 
in 1866, while the large business of the part- 
nership was still unsettled, 

Upon the death of Edgar Ames. his wid- 
| Ow, Lucy V. Semple Ames, became the ad- 
-ministratrix of his ‘tnd'vidual estate, and 
' also admin'stratrix de bonus non of the co- 
partnership estate, 

The firm of Henry Ames & Co., In addi- 
tion ta its very large pork packing busi- 
mess in St. Lou's, conducted an extensive 
mereantiie house in V.cksburg, Miss., under 
~the nane of Garrard & Co., and most of the 
cCoutroversy in the case which has ben 
pending in the Supreme Court grew out 
of the conduct of th's Southern business. 

By the will of Henry Ames Messrs. John 
A. and Will‘am H. Scudder become his exe. 
cutors on the death of Fdgar Ames, and 
when a final settlement was filed in the 
Probate Court by Mrs. Edgar Ames, in 1870, 
they fied numerous exceptions, all of which 
Gave rise to the litigation that has ever 
#eince continued, : 

The case has been in the courts. there- 
fore, twenty-seven years, and the decision 
of the Supreme Court, just rendered, ter- 
minates the litigation. It was passed on 
by the Supreme Court in a former appeal 
In 1885, when the court simply reversed and 
remanded the case, without instructicns. A 
new trial began, and @ second appeal was 
ae ee Seas rs a two vears ago.

“The court holds that the Circuit Court 
was in error in finding the balance tn the

“I tramped 
the streets of Kansas City for months, 
Jooking for employment of any sort, then 
came to St. Lou's. Here I made every ef- 
fort, but without success.

TO BE A HAPPY ONE, FOR 
HIS SON IS PARDONED. 


GIFT FROM THE PRESIDENT. 


Old Man’s Tireless Efforts on Behalf 
of His Boy Prove Success- 
ful at Last. 


Saturday will be to William EB. Burr, 8r., 
one of the most beaut:ful Christmas days in 
all his long and honorable life. 

On that day the big iron gates of the Pen- 
fientiary at Jefferson Cliy will be thrown 
open and William E, Burr, Jr., will step 
forth into human activities again, bearing 
with him a pardon from President McKin- 


ley. 

It may bea matter of only passing interest 
to the public, but to William E. Burr, 5r., 
it signifies all there {s left to him of life. It 
means the return of his boy to the charmed 
circle of home. It means the lifting of one 
great cloud of sorrow and the entrance of a 
stream of sunshine, 

William E. Burr, Jr., did not break any- 
body’s heart but those in his home. That 
was enough, but right bitterly has he paid 
the penalty of his cr.mes. 

As cashier of the St. Louls Natfonal Bank 
he embezzied $20,000 of ‘he bank’s funds—ot 
ail at once, ot course. He robbed tne a 
changes and put faise entries in the books 
to cover up h.s peculations, He said he toox 
the money to keep up a business enterp/.se 
in which he was iniée, esied as a side issue. 

lor weary months and perhaps years he 
did the usua) thing, try.ng to prevent de- 
tection. On many a Sunday morning the 
early .down-town citizens have seen Will 
Burr coming out of the bank, wearirg a 
white, scared face that utterly faileu to 
make good his cheery “‘Good morning” to 
those who saw him; He had begun to pay 
the penaity of wrong-doing. Conscience 
was wh pp:ng him w.th a scorpion’s lash; 
fear was driving him into doctoring the 
books of the bank. 

In the course of time the exposure came, 
as it always does. Burr was arrested, ad 
the city rang with the news. His aged fa- 
ther, prominen: in the financial h.story of 
Bt. Louls for forty years, went to the res- 
cue of his son, and with the assistance of 
friends made good the shortage. It was 
thought there m ght not be any prosecu- 
tion, but the Federal Courts are inexorable, 
and Burr was indicted on charges of em- 
bezzlement. . 

Ther6é was no defense. There could be 
none. The young cashier had confessed, 
and so, on January 27, 1896, he appeared be- 
fore Judge Adams, in the United States 
District Court, and pleaded guilty, rece.v- 
ing a sentence of five years in the Jefferson 
City penitentiary. 

But even then the poor old 
to avert the sentence by begg fig President 
Cleveland for a pardon. It was w thout 
avail, and that same night the gates of 
the penitentiary closed upon Wiil.am EK 
Burr, Jr. 

Of frail figure and in delicate health, Burr 
Was made ase stant librarian of the prison 
and took charge of its record books. Rev. 
W. C. Pike, the chaplain and librarian, 
eays the catalogue recently issued by him 
was largely the work of Burr, who labored 
upon jt faithfully and intelligently. 

During all of last year the father went 
about among the business men, politicians, 
lawyers and citzens generally, gathering 
letters of recommendation for the young 
man's pardon, A great bulk of papers and 
documents went on to Washington this 
summer, and then Col. R. C. Kerens tock 
hold of the. case with United States Sena- 
tors Cockrell and Vest to aid him. At 
first the President did not take kindly to 
the movement for pardon. It was an ugly 
effair, and for a long while he could fin 
nothing in it upon which to base execu- 
t ve clemency beyond sympathy for Burr’s 
father and the youth of the prisoner in the 
high position he occupied. But the Presi- 
dent yielded at last, and Wednesday even- 
ing a telegram was received at Jefferson 
City from Washington,

ADVANCE OF TEN PER CENT. 


Strawboard Manufacturers Who 
Joined Interests Are Now Put- 
ting on the Screws. 


—— 


The price of paper boxes {s going UP. How 
much cannot be accurately stated, but ‘t 
may be 10 per cent. Some of the manufac- 
turers have already notified consumers that 
the raise will go into effect January 1. 
They claim that the Straw Board Trust 
and the tarft are responsible. Straw 
board is the basic principle of the paper 
box. It is also used for packing material. 
Among the consumers are all merchants 
who use paper boxes, tobacco factories, 
cracker factories, egg case factories, deal- 
ers in bottled goods, picture frames and 
furniture houses. 

There wae @ big straw board trust several 
years ago controlled by the American 
Straw Board Company of New York. It 
dissolved and prices dropped from about 
$32 a ton to $22 a ton. In October last rep- 
resentation of the nineteen plants con- 
trolled by the American Strawboard Co. 
and of the twelve independent plants met 
in Anderson, Ind., and reached an agree- 
ment. The last two to drop into line were 
the independent companies at Peoria, Il. 
and Carthage, Ind. The officers of the 
American Co. in New York were closed and 
C. W. Bell, the managing secretary, was 
sent abroad as traveling agent. The Amer- 
ican Strawboard Combination opensd head- 
quarters at Indianapols with Joseph Fan- 
ning in charge. It was announced tnaat 
there was no prospect of a raise In prices. 
Some dealers in straw board couldnt see 
the logic of a comb.nation that d'dn't Intend 
to raise prices and they laid in larger sup- 
plies of the material than they would if 
competition had not been obliterated. These 
forehanded ones are congratulating them- 
selves now for the increase has come, 

There are conflicting statements as to its 
extent. The manager of the Progrésaive 
Paper Box Factory stated to a reporter that 
L. Black of the Graham Paper Company 
had notified the consumers of strawboard 
that the price would be raised § @ ton 
January 1. The present price is $22. 

Mr. French of the Graham Papér Com- 
pany said there must be some mistake. His 
information was that the price of gtraw- 
board was raised $1 a ton last Saturday and 
he didn’t think it likely that there would 
be another raise so soon. 

But even if Mr. French's information ts 
correct there fs little doubt tha: the ec or 
box wanufacturers will raise prices, os 
Western Paper Box Manufacturers wil 
hold their annual meeting in St. Louil&, Jan- 
uary 20 and 21. It is expected that @ gen- 
eral'increase in prices will result. 

Not only the increaseNn the price of straw 
board is urged in justification of this, The 
tariff on glazed paper is 20 per cent h'gher 
than it was under the W.Json bill, and ma»su- 
aes have advanced prices accord- 
ingly. 

There are about a dozen paper bog facto- 
ries in St. Louis, and they supply nearly all 
the local trade anid many consumers out 
side. The big tobacco and cracker facto- 
ries use $1,000 worth of paper boxes each a 
month. The big dry goods houseg use ou 
$200 to $400 a month each. An advance of 10 
per cent would mean an increase fn Lh® price 
of other things to make up for H, so the 
consumer ultimate’y “pays the freight,”
